boarder. He went to Indianapolis from 
Pekin, II!.. in 1S99 and had been there 
but a short time when he applied to 
tbe county for aid. He had been assist- 
ed from time to time and plied his 
trade of bfegsicS an<3 Playing the accor- 
dion without hindrance by the police, 
but tbe Inquiry developed the fact tbat 
he was receiving a part of the earnings 
of other beggars and that he was in 
communication with all who came to 
the city.

WiLL USE ANCIENT MACE. 


Cnrionn Scei>tcr <o Up- Employed IM 


ICliiB: KlST.-ard*.i Coronation. 


Since the lord mayor laid claim to 


tlia privilege of carrying tho crystal 
and silver seupttvor mace at tlie coro- 
nation there bas been a fn-c:.t deal of 
interest displayed by Londoners to 
Uuow the sijrniticanco of tbis scepter 
nui! what it is like, for it is no exagger- 
ation to say that no one of a hundred 
thousand was awaro that this curious 
and ancient relic- was still in existence. 


It is indeed a curious tiling. The siatt 


is about eighteen inches long and com- 
posed of crystal, cut and channeled 
with alternate bands of gold and sil- 
ver, 
says ttie Chicago Record-Hera id. 


The divisions are decorated at Inter- 
vals with eljrht strings of lar^e seed 
pearls. The coronet is composed of 
four crosses and four fleurs-de-lis dec- 
orated with three rubles and three sap- 
phires, besides sis very large seed 
pearls. Other pearls are arranged in 
groups. 


There is no record of the period when 


this curious relic was made. It is evi- 
dent that it has been altered frora time 
to time, but In its present shape it lias 
been assigned to the early part of the 
fifteenth century. This emblem of tlie 
lord mayor's authority has not boon 
seen at any state function since the 
coronation of Georjre IV. It will likely 
therefore be one of the objects of most 
curious interest next June.
